TO AVERAGE 


Alberta Average Yield Last 
10 Years 18.34 Bushels 


to Acre 
In the last 10 years Alberta's 
wheat yield has averaged 18.34 


bushels, according to figures made 
available on Tuesday by officials of 
the department of agriculture. This 
year's yield over the province is ex- 
pected to be at least up to the aver- 
age if not considerably better 

In the last five years the total 
provincial wheat yield amounted to 
686,373,400 bushels while land sown 
to wheat totalled 35,673,738 bushels 

Production in the last five years 
has generally been highly satisfac- 
tory 

In 1927 the average yield was 27.4 


bushels to the acre; in 1928 it was 
23.2 bushels; in 1929 it was 12 
bushels; in 1930 it was 18.6 bushels 


and in 1931 it was 17 bushels 

This is taken by grain authoritie 
to be a highly satisfactory state of 
affairs 

In 1927 acreage sown to wheat 
was 6,251,000, with total wheat pro 
duction reaching 171,27,400 bushel 
In 1928 acreage sown totalled 6,707 
526, with production totalling 155,- 
662,000 bushels 

In 1929 acreage totalled 7,551,215 
with production reaching 90,534,000 
bushels and in 1930 acreage sown 
to wheat totalled 7,164,000 with total 
production reaching 132,900,000 

Last year acreage sown to wheat 
totalled 8,000,000 acres with produc- 
tion touching 136,000,000 bushel®
